The Silver party of Nevada, in State 


Convention assembled, does affirm its 
allegance to those great essential prin- 
ciples of justice and libertj upon 
which our institutions are founded, 
viz: Freedom of speech; freedom of the 
press; 
freedom of conscience, the; 


preservation of personal rights; the 
equality of all citizens before the law, 
and the faithful observance of consti- 
tutional limitations. 


We pledge our earnest and active 


support to William J. Bryan for Presi- 
dent, and to Arthur Sewall for Vice 
President of the United States. 


We heartily endorse the platform of 


the National Silver party adopted at 
St. Louis, July 25tb, 1896. 


We declare the restoration 
of silver 


to the place accorded it as a money 
metal by the founders of the Govern- 
ment, to be the paramount issue. 


We demand the remonetization of 


silver at the present legal latio of 16 to 
1, without waiting for the aid or con- 
Bent of any other nation. We demand 
that the standard silver dollar shall be 
full legal tender equally with gold for 
all debts, public and piivate, and we 
favor such legislation aa will prevent 
for the future the demonetization of 
any kind of legal tender money by 
private contract. 


We are opposad to the issuing of 


Government interest bearing bonds in 
time of peaoe, and we demand that the 
Government officials, the servants of 
the people, shall use the option given 
them by law to redeem all obligations 
in gold or silver coin. 


Wo demand the abolition of National 


banks, and the issuance of all money 
direct by the Government. 


We demand the collection of the in- 


debtedness of 
the 
Pacific Railway 


Companies to tho United States, as it 
matures, without extension of time or 
charge of terms or conditions. 


We demand Government ownership 


of telegraph lines and railroads. 


We demand tho enforcement of the 


Interstate Commerce Act. 


We demand legislation excluding 


foreign paupers, criminals, and con- 
tract labor. 


We pledge the fostering care of the 


State to our public schools and the 
State University.of which we are justly 
proud, and favor such legislation as 
will increase their efficiency. 


We cordially invite tho co-operation 


of all true silver men of all parties in 
the ensuing election, and 
hereby 


pledge the electoral vote of Nevada to 
Thomas E. Watson, should it appear 
that the election for the Vice Presi- 
dency be between him and Garret A 
Hobart, the gold trust nominee. 


We denounce the 
hypocrisy and 


double-dealing 
of 
tho 
Republican 


party of Nevada, which, on May 10 
1895, declaring for free coinage at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, independent of any 
other nation, as the only means of re- 
storing prosperity to the country, and 
on June 18,1896, declared that the res- 
toration 
of silver would cieate a 


panic and demoralize the business of 
the country. 


We approve the bill passed at the 


last session of the United States Sen> 
ate, now pending in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, relative to contempts in 
Federal courts, and 
providing for 


trials by jury in certain cases of con 
tempts. 
We are in favor of arbitra- 


tion of the differences between em- 
ployers engaged in Inter-state com 
merce and their employes and recom 
mend such legislation as is necessary 
to carry out this principle. 
, Recognizing the just claims of union 
soldiers, we heartily endorse ths rule 
of the present Commissioner of Pen 
sions that no name shall be arbitiarily 
dropped from the pension roll, anc 
that tho fact of enlistment and service 
should bo deemed conclusive evidence 
against disease and disability bafore 
enlistment. 


WATERWAYS AND RAILROADS.

The volume of money in circulation 


should be speedily increased and always 
be fully adequate for the requirement. 
of business. It should be increased to 
an amount that will enable us to build 
our railroads, open our mines aud de 
velop our vast resources without de 
pendence upon the money lenders o 
Europe. 


PUBLIC OFFICE. 


A public office is a public trust. N( 


person or party should be trusted who 
has once violated that trust.

Why It Flown Kreu When the Ground !• 


Frozen Hard. 


There is much difference of opinion 


as to where the sap of the tree comes 
from. It does not come from the ground 
by the roots, but is in the tree and has 
been all the winter, but in the form of 
starch deposited iu the cells of the soft 
wood under the bark. When the weather 
becomes warm euougn in the spring to 
set the vital processes in the tree into 
p.ction, this starch is changed into 
sugar aud (he colls become so full of 
the sweet- Bap as to exert a. great pros- 
GOTO 011 them. 


When the spring begins, the warmth 


of the svm starts this vital action and 
the sap circulates through tho cells on 
the way to thn buds, which will swell 
and soon burst irsto leaf. 
When the 


sugar maker taps tho tree, the pressure 
of tho sap 011 tho cells forces it to exude 
and flow from the opening made into 
the sap wood. There is no special cur- 
rent up from tho roots or down to them; 
the tree is simply filled with sap all 
through tho sap wood, and mostly at 
that part of it which lies immediately 
under the bark, and where the now 
wood will soon bo formed of the matter 
held iu solution iu the sap. 


Thn Kip will flow while the ground is 


frozen, for it is the warmth in the nir 
that, causes the flow and not tho action 
of the roots in tho soil. Thus it ia quite 
UKfllt-ps to spread auy litter or other non- 
conducting matter nudnr tho tree ill tho 
expectation that if the ground be kept 
nvzni the budding will bo delayed. If 
this ctlect bo desired the whole tree 
r.ivj.st be covered iu and kept hi a dor- 
mat:t condition by a low temperature 
all over. Thus young trees may bo kept 
in cold storage for mouths, and are no 
krpt for shipment, to Australia, where 
i ho seasons arc exactly tbe opposite of 
OUIP.—New York Times.
